Just in the 
past five years, the life expec- 
tancy of a typical 65-year old 
man has increased by about 10 
months, according to a study by 
actuaries Stephen G. Peterson 
and Robert C. Toussaint with 
the employee benefit counseling 
firm of Buck Consultants, Inc. 
That typical 65 year old woman 
brings her to age 84. 

There will be temporary dips 
in the upsurge, but by year 2030 
our older population is expected 
to be over 61 million.

across the nation were out of 
fuel.

Then, on a_ particularly 
beautifel day I received a letter 
from my parents.

The war 
touched his life with a black 
finger, and : remember how the 
blackness covered me for 
weeks after hearing of his 
death. 

Now, years have passed. 
When the last man stepped off 
the last transport from Vietnam 
I thought we might have a 
chance to return to some form 
of National sanity.

politician, In the Reagan-Ford ticket 
caper, they fed on each other. They had no 
choice; nothing of substance was 
available for their particular mills in 
Detroit.

Reagan starts the campaign several 
points ahead of President Carter in public 
esteem as measured by the polis. 

But Mr. Carter is a very resourceful 
politician, who desires very much to stay 
in the White House. 

Sen. Kennedy was several points ahead 
of Mr. Carter back when his abortive 
doomed presidential campaign started, . 
too. But once Mr. Carter got rolling, Sen. 
Kennedy never realized everything that 
hit him. As a Carter opponent, he ended 
up battered, bruised and beaten - at least 
for now,

The movie was a James Bond 
type (even that is oo generous) 
with good guys and bad guys (in 
Bombay) and a plot line so ob- 
vious that it made little dif- 
ference whether it was in Urdu 
(one of the principal Indian 
languages) or Swahili. Ahmad, 
in any case, has a good com- 
mand of English and could fill 
me in on any puzzing scenes. 
Whenever the good guys needed 
to get away there was always a 
medium-sized Kawasaki avail- 
able just outside the window, if 
that helps describe this drama. 
Furthermore, the scene inside 
the theater was a dramatic and 
busy as the screen with minor 
commotions and flare-ups 
around the balcony intersper- 
sed with vendors selling tea 
(which, by the way, is excep- 
tionaly good in India). Needless 
to say, it was another most en- 
joyable and experiential after- 
noon. 

My story in Kashmir now en- 
ding and not wanting to face 
another'2 day train trip, I 
decided to fly back to Delhi and 
in a little over an hour I went 
from the peaceful spring of 
Kashmir to a violent summer 
dust storm in the bustling 
capital. My remaining days in 
Delhi, however, were generally 

quite pleasant as I was now 
staying with friends I had met 
earlier in Dehra Dun and 
through them met many more 
fine people. I attempted to 
arrange my Soviet itinerary but 
found that there would be some 
delay as well as a very expen- 
sive Intourist (Soviet Tourist 
Agency) cost which 
necessitated my canceling this 
leg for the present. I decided 
now that I would simply head 
directly to Europe (and in 
retrospect am happy I did), did 
some iast minute souvenir 
shopping, took a tour of the city 
and generally meandered about 
trying to get a more positive 
feel for India which fortunately 
I did. 

While on the city tour, we 
visited some Major monuments 
and tombs and were allotted 
some time to explore on our 
own. During one of these stops 
to a tomb of a Mogul emperor’s 
general, I wandered off toa side 
monument and tomb which 
seemed obviously little visited 
and in a pretty sad state of 
repair. As I peered into the en- 
trance I came upon an old man 
who was living ina small alcove 
to one side of the tomb. He had 
long white hair, long white 
beard and with the addition of a 
scythe would have been the per- 
fect picture of ‘Father Time”.

The Natural Resources Commission at its meeting on July 
1k, 1980, under the authority of Act 165, PLA. 1929, as amended, 
and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, ordered that for the period 
beginning August 10, 1980, and ending January 1, 1982, no per- 
son shall take, or attempt to take, any species of trout or salmon 
from any of the waters of this state except by hook and line 
during the open seasons prescribed, and within the minimum 
size limits and maximum possession limtts indicated below.
